a certain type of newspaper adver- 
tisement, "It" (until forbid). The 
^tax keeps going until 100 petitioners 
"ask that the question bo rc-sub- 


millcd on the general election bal- 
lot. 


No such petition was filed, there- 


fore the ballot listing was illegal— 
and Ihc library is assured of funds 
the next two years. 


Il's a 
happy 
ending, indeed. 


Many of us were surprised on elect- 
ion day to find the library tax there 
on the ballot, but went ahead and 
voted for it on the assumption it 
^was merely the renewal of a tax 
™ we were already paying (which was 


correct). But more of the voters— 
and you can't blame 'cm—presum- 
ed it was a new

A technicality saved the

tober. 


Their main effort apparently is 


concentrated in a triangle formed 
by Chorwon, Inchon and Pyong- 
yang in West-Central Korea.

guerrillas' chief objcclivcs are to 
disrupl U. N. supply lines to the 
northern fronts and to qbtain food, 
clothing and equipment for contin 
ued operation. 


The guerrillas have

officers of the Korean military ad- 
visory groups.
